RIOT TO VICTORY. 
IN LABOR SESSION 
Madden and Followers Drive 


“Purification” Men from 
Federation Hall, Cap- 


turing Meeting. 
OLD FIGHT IS RENEWED. 


~| Faetion Starts Row Because It Is 


Ignored in the Appoint- 
- ment of Officials for 
Election. 


Despite the presence of fifty policemen in 
the hall riotous scenes were enacted again 
yesterday at a. Federation of Labor meeting. 
A mob of delegates charged the platform, 
knocked down the chairman, drove the oppo- 
sition from the hall, and by sheer force of 
arms captured and ruled the meeting. The 
police did not interfere. 

It was the old Madden-Dold fight over 
again, with President Dold eliminated from 
leadership of the one faction. Madden was 


triumphant. His tactics, backed by 800° 


sturdy union followers, completely routed 
the so-called “ purification” crowd. The 
fight, however, is not over. 

Although nobody was injured except Chair- 
man McCracken, who was slightly bruised 
while attenmpting to retain possession of 
the official gavel, several clashes between 
the rival labor “ wings” occurred in the 
midst of the excitement, which nearly de- 
veloped into free fights. In one of these 
wrangles, which took place whfle the anti- 
Madden men were retiring from the meeting, 
Secretary Edward Nockels was threatened. 
Friends came to his rescue just in time to pre- 
vent his being ‘‘ slugged."’ 


Gather Early at Hall. 


An hour before the doors‘of Brand’s hail | 


were open a crowd of unionists were clam- 
oring for admission. Madden was. there 
early and with him were his friends. The 
leader, whose personality has brought him 
an almost fanatical following, did not look 
especially belligerent. He wore a lavender 
colored waistcoat and a natty brown and 
blue checked cap. 

The hall was packed with a crowd number- 


ing more than 1,000 persons. In the front }_ 


part of the room, occupying four solid rows 
of seats, were the members of Madden’s own 
union, the junior steamfitters. They were 
Madden men “through and through,” and 
they sat within easy reach of the chairman's 
table. Scattered here and there were a 
score of women, delegates, who plainly were 
nervous. 

It was expected that trouble would develop 
over the selection of judges and clerks for 
the semi-annual election scheduled for Jan. 
21, and up to that point the meeting pro- 
ceeded without a ripple of ge Hoag ARs 8 
gates from the new unions which en 
has brought into the federation especially 
for the election were seated without a protest 
from the opposition. Nominations for new 
officers also were completed. Then Chair- 
man McCracken proceeded to read the names 
of the throe judges and four clerks which he 
had appointed to officiate at the ballot boxes. 


Protest Against Election Officials. 

Not one Of the men named was a Maddenite 
and in an instant a dozen Madden leaders 
were on their feet protesting. 

‘* That won't go,’’ shouted one. 

* We want an even break,’’ cried another. 

Chairmafi McCracken rapped for order with 
his gavel, but the hall quickly was alive with 
Madden men. They sprang up everywhere, 
mounting chairs and hurling deflance at the 
chairman at the top of their voices. Mc- 
Cracken rapped harder. The din grew worse. 

Jerry McCarthy, president of the: truck 
drivers, jumped into the center aisle and de- 
manded recognition. It was refused and in 
the excitenient McCracken proceeded to ap- 
point a half dozen more sergeants at arms. 
This awakened another storm of protest. 

‘*‘] demand the right to appoint my own 
assistants,’ cried Sergeant at Arms John 
E. Lamb, and the Madden forces raised a yell 
of approval. For reply the chairman read 
the fimes of the temporary guards again and 
ordered them to clear the hall of disturbers. 


Mob Advances to Platform. 

That was the signal for action. Slowly 
walking up the center aisle during the 
babble was Madden. As he advanced his 
men fell in behind him. Gradually the 
crowd, with Madden at its apex, reached the 
front. Women delegates, apprehending a 
fight, fled from thehall. The“ purification ” 
leaders, including John J. Brittain of the 
carpenters, M. C. Buckley of the street car 
men, and L. P. Straube of the stereotypers, 
meanwhile watched alertly. 

Madden halted his followers at the plat- 
form. Leaning carelessly on the edge of the 
rostrum, he waited until McCarthy again 
demanded recognition. It was-tefused the 
second time, and Madden gave the order: 

“Jump up!’’ 

Thirty men leaped to the platform and 
rushed on Charman McCracken. They 
knocked him down and wrested the gavel 
from his hands. In the meantime, however, 
McCracken declared the meeting adjourned. 


Madden Usurps the Chair. 

Seizing the gavel himself, Madden took the 
chair. The cheers of his followers were off- 
set by the jeers of the opponents, who 
however, started to leave the hall, shouting 
that the meeting was’ over. 

The Maddenites, left in possession of the 
meeting, proceeded to name Jerry McCarthy 
temporary chairman and Harry Lapp of the 
baggage drivers secretary. Later McCarthy 
surrendered to Robert Noren, treasurer of 
the federation. 

‘It was decided to appoint a committee of 
seven to visit the meeting of ‘the federation 


‘executive board next Wednesday and de- 


mand that three of the judges and clerks of 
the election be selected from the Madden 
element. This would leave the seventh man 
to be chosen by the six factional. 

The Madden meeting adjourned after ft- 
teen minutes. 


Will Continue Fight on Madden. 

The “ purification " leaders asserted after- 
ward that they would not be downed, but 
would continue the fight against Madden. 
They propose to hold an election of officers 
a week from next Sunday despite the ter- 
mination of the meeting. - 

Madden defended his action at the meeting 
by declaring that Chairman McCracken was 
endeavoring to enforce “ gag ” rule,

The agree- 
ment was maée through the medium of mu- 
tual friends, for Mr. and Mrs. Corey did not 


et. 
Reconciliation Still Far Off. 

There will be no reconciliation, but by the 
terme of the agreement there will be no legal 
divorce. According to the statements of 
friends, Mr. and Mra. Corey will Mve apart, 
but without a formal settlement. The hus- 
bang will make ample provision for the sup- 
port of the wife. They will remain Jegally 
married, but that is all. 

According to the friends who were respon- 
sible for averting the scandal of a divorce, 
Mabelle Gilman was not the primary cause: 
of the trouble between Corey and his wife. 


Apart More than Three Years. 

For over three years friends of the iwo 
knew that such incompatibility existed that 
to all intents and purposes they were no 
longer man and wife. No blame is placed on 
either of them. It was simply, friends say, 
a case of diversity of tastes and opinions. 
For a time each contemplated divorce to re- 
Heve them of shackles that chafed. ‘1..at 
idea now has been definitely abandoned for 
the reason that neither woyld have the fu- 
ture of their son, whom they both idolize,’ 
clouded by the scandal. 

Mrs. Corey perhaps is the exception that 
proves the rule that American women are 
always equal to any position achieved by 
their husbands. This, although probably she 
received a better education than her hus- 
band. Mrs. Corey, however, is a domestic 
woman, who had no interests beyond the 
proper administration of her household and 
the care of her children. The loss of three’ 
children of four born to her intensified this: 
trait. 

Preferred Her Home to Society. 

Corey, having achieved successin the world 
of Yinance, desired to take ga place in society. 
To. this end he a wife a private 
secretary, or ‘ social pil@t,’ that Mrs. Corey 
might not be afraid of making any social 
errors. Then he desired to launch her inte 
the social whirlpool. 

Mrs. Corey did not approve of this nor 
would she consent to preside at any func- 
tions of magnitude. 

All this prevented Corey from mingling, as 
much as he desired, in society. Asa result 
he was thrown back upon the society of 
hie men friends, whose invitations to dinner 
or lunch at a club or hotel] fle could return 
in kind 

Three years ago the situation became so 
acute that Mr. Corey and his wife found, 
their greatest happiness whenapart. Then 
stories, whether true or faise no one knows, 
began to reach Mrs. Corey about her hus- 
band. Then first began the talk of divorce. 


To Spend Her Time in Travel. 

Mrs. Corey, whose health is not robust, will 
not make her home in Pittsburg, but will 
travel much of the time. She will not go 
abroad, as she would not care to be so far 
from her son, who is at school in New York. 

The domestic scandal in which W. Ellis 
Corey has been involved for several weeks 
was not allowed to mar the annua! banquet 
yesterday of the operating officials of the 
Carnegie Steel company. The affair was one 
of the most gorgeous ever held in this city. 
The brilliancy of the decorations was only 
exceeded by the weaith represented around 
the table. There was scarcely a man pres- 
ent who wasn’t a millionaire, and the ma-

|B. C. WILSON KILLS HIMSELF 


Former Chicago Manufacturer 


Commits Suicide in Colorado. 
CHOOSES As LONELY SPOT. 


First Shoots Horse — Baying of His 
Dog Leads to Finding of Body. 


E. Crane Wilson of the shirt manufactur- 
ing company of Wilson Bros. committed 
suicide yesterday afternoon in a lonely spot 
on the prairie, eight miles east of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., by shooting himeelf through - 
the head with a revolver. 

The horse Which he jrode from Colorado 
Springs to the scene, a thoroughbred single 
féoter, which he recently had purchased for 
$300, had been shot in the neck by ita master. 
He evidently intended to kill the animal be- 
fore killing himself. The horse was still 
alive and standing by Mr. Wilson’s body. 

Mr. Wlison left the Alta Vista hotel, where 


the had been stopping for, the last eighteen 


months, at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon, called 
at the Canyon stables, and, taking hig horse, 
said he was going out for a ride. 

Body Found on Highway. 

At 5:30 in the afternoon two young men 
of Colorado Springs, returning froma drive, 
came upon Wilson’s body. By it was his horse. 
A coursing hound belonging to the stable. 
which had been taken along by Wilson, was 
baying dismally, its barks’ attracting the 


‘young men to the scene. They hurried toa’ 


house containing a telephone and notified the 
coroner. The latter is convinced, after an in - 


. vestigation, that Wilson killed himself, al- 


though the watch and chain he wore were 
missing. 

in the evening a woman, whose name has 
not been learned, called at the Alta Vista ho- 
tel and agked for Mr. Wilson. She said he 
had made an appointment to dine with her 
and she was greatly disappointed at not be- 
being able to find him. 

It has been reported about Colorado Springs 
that Mr. Wilson was there to get a divorce, 
and the accepted theory there is that domes- 
tic difficulties led to his suicide, 


Family Refuses to Tadk. 

At Mr-.Wilson’s Chicago residence, 4618 
Drexel boulevard, all information as to the 
possible cause of his suicide was refused last 
night, his son, Milton Wilson, saying that 
he had been instructed to.say nothing. Mr. 
Wilson’s brother; M. H. Wilson, who lives 
in Evaneton, had been notified of the suicide, 
but he was equally reticent. It was statedat 
both houses, however, that no word had been 
received from Mr. Wilson for some time and 
that he did not write frequently. 

One of Firm’s Founders. 

Mr. Wilson was one of the founders of the 
firm of Wilson Bros. and had been identified 
with the interests of the business for many 
years. A year or so ago, When the company 
became a corporation, he retired, it being 
given out then that his business judgment 
was becoming. impaired. ’ 

At the time of his retirement there was a 
hearing over his effairs in Judge Carter’s 
court, but apparently no official aetion was. 
taken, as nothing definite ever was made 
public. , 

He was 56 years old. He was ‘Siac in Lima, 
O., and received his education Sts He 
was married to Miss Ella Hitch in Cin< 
cinnati, O., and soon after removed to Chi-

The reactiqharies of the official world cele- 
brated Chri as drinking champagne, eat- 
ing roast pig, and kacha (ground barley, 
which looks like chicken feed). 

The révolutionaries ate fat pork, kacha, 
and drank vodka in spite of the boycott, the 


game being waived on this festive occasion. 


The proletariat ate black bread with grease 
and drank more vodka than was good for it.

Revolution Tabooed for Day. 


All reference to the revolution was tabooed 
today. The Russian fervent holiday maker 
lets nothing interfere with amusements.

Russia Needs $246,000,000. 


PARIS, Jan. 7.—M. Kokovesoff, former Rus- 
sian minister of finance,-who came here to 
negotiate another Russian loan, practically 
confirms the statement made.in these dis- 
patches yesterday that the loan haying been 
postponed, French bankers are now consider- 
ing the making of temporary advances in 
order to support the stability of Russian 
finances, Relative to Russia’s financial po- 
sitien, M. Kokovsoff said: 

“The budget for 1906, which is about to 
be presented to the council of the empire, 
comprises an extraordinary budget of $246,- 
$00,000, of which only $5,000,000 is covered 
by the excess of revenue from the ordinary 
budget. Thus $241,500,000 remains to be 
provided, Three of the heaviest items in- 
cluded therein are provision for the repa- 
triation of troops in the far east, their 
maintenance until their return to Rus- 
sia, and the reimbursement of Ja- 
pan's outlay for the Russian prisoners 
of war. Other smaller extraordinary ex- 
penses include the maintenance of the fam- 
ilies of reservists, succor fer the victims of 
distress, railroad construction, the mobiliza- 
tion of troops owing to the strikes, and sub- 
ventions for the naphtha industry.”’ 


Dowager Empress Buys Estate. 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 7.—The dowager ¢m- 
press of Russia is purchasing a beautiful 
estate in Denmark, with a view to a lengthy 
residence, but the rumor that has been in 
circulation that she will not return to Rus- 
sia is without basis.

WORDS CHEERED TO ECHO 


Story of Effort to Revive Ancient 


Language Arouses Racial 
Emotion. 


Alas! O Mother Erin, thou hast been too long a 
Niobe among the nations! Awake, ariae from the 
Valley of affliction: be henceforth a giorious star 
fn the firmament of the nations, and may fortune 
rest as a crown on thy brow!—Extract from Address 
of Welcome to Dr. Hyde. 


Mother Erin sprinkled the Auditorium thea- 


ter with a generous assortment of her chil- 
@ren last night. And they paid reverent 
homage to the ideal which had brought them 
together. Nearly 3,000 descendants of the 
Gaelic race met there to listen to Dr. Douglas 
Hyde, president of the Gaelic League of Ire- 
land, speak on the great revival which has 
started round the worid. 

In telling the story of the struggle for the 
Tevival of the Gaelic language and traditions 
and arts, and through that the building of a 
mew Emerald isle, Dr. Hyde roused his emo- 
tional audience to the highest pitch of en- 
thusiasm. Every race and creed and class 
Was represented there, all mingling in one 
pure emotion as the soft tongue of their 
childhood memories stirred their hearts. 


Pictures Crisis of Race. 

Picturing the crisis which faces the Irish 
face in vivid phrases, Dr. Hyde said: 

“We must say to England soon: ‘ Yes, 
Mistress England, good mistress, here I am. 
Make me one of your dear counties, make me 
one of your western counties, dear mistress, 
call me Irelandshire.’ 

'“ Or we must say to her: ‘ No, Ehgland, no, 
I was civilized when you were a savage, and a 
gation lam going to remain.’ ” 

An organ recital of ancient Irish airs by 
Arthur Dunham opened the program. When 
the restless, eager audience had quieted down 
under this scftening influence, Archbishop 
Quigley headed the procession of dignitaries 
which filed on the stage.

SANATARIUMS. WILL BE ESTAB- 
LISHED IN CITY PARKS. 


Plans for Innovation Announced by 
the Children’s Hospital Society, 
Which Will Conduet | the Enterprise 
with the Aid of Board in Charge of 
South Side Grounds—Dr. Frank 
Billings, Elected President, Tells 
Other Projects of Organization. 


The establishment of tent sanitariums for 
the care of infants’to be located in each of 
the smiall parks in the city, is to be a feature 
of next summer's philanthropic work in Chi- 
cago. Plans for the innovation, which is to 
be carried out by the Children’s Hospital so- 
ciety of Chicago with the-aid of the south 
park board, were announced yesterday after- 
noon at the annual meeting of the society 
held in the rooms: of the Chicago Woman's 
club in the Fine ‘Arts building. 

Dr. Frank Billings, president of the society, 
said the establishment of such institutions 
‘$8 practically assured. The sanitariums will 
serve a8 fresh air stations for the care of 
individual cases and as centers for the dis- 
semination of instruction in the care of in- 
fants. They Wil]! supplement the work of dis- 
tributing pure milk for infants at a nominal 


cost. 
Work Before the Society. 


Other projects of the society for the com- 
ing year anhounced at the meeting are: 


The introduction of a bill in the next session 
of the state legislature providing for the establish- 
ment of a state farm for the isolation and care of 
epileptics. 

The removal of public prejudice against the erec- 
tion of a hospital for contagious diseases within 
the city limits, and thé repeal of the ordinance now 
in force prohibiting it. 

The collection. of funds to aid hospitals in ehe 
care of sick children. 

“There is no place in the state for, the sep- 
urate treatment of eplleptics,”’ said Dr. Bil- 
lings in speaking of the first proposition.

WANTS “NURSES” TO BRE. 


MEDICAL CONCERN ADVERTISES 
FOR TWO WOMEN. 


Dr. J. P. Kaczorowski, Chief Physician 
at Health Institute, Seeks Persons 
, Who Will Dress in Hospital Garb 
and Go Out Soliciting Donations— 
Says They Will Tae in $25 a Day 
Each, Keeping One-Fourth as Their 
Pay. 


A woman who will dress as a nurse and 
solicit in the name of charity can collect 
$25 a day in Chicago. This is the statement 
of a physician of the city, who makes it as 
one “in the business.’’ He is connected with 
a medical “ institute,’’ and he is desirous of 
getting the services of women to engage in 
this profitable employment on a commission. 

To this end an advertisement was inserted 
in the morning newspapers yesterday as fol- 
lows: 

WANTED-TWO LADIES WITH REFER- 
ences to collect donations; profitable work. Call 
Sunday, 1 to 2 p. m., or Monday after 2 p. m., 581 
Milwaukee-av., Institute. 
‘Light on the Scheme. 
Inquiry at the number given revealed the 


fact that the advertisement was inserted by. 


the managers of the European Health insti- 
tute. 

“We want two women to dress up as 
nurses; and collect money for us,’’ said Dr. 
J. P. Kaczorowski, the chief physician. 
* You see, women attired in hospital clothes 
will be recognized as people entitled to col- 
lect money. Why, two good women will take 
in $50 or more a day by asking for donations 
for our work. We give them one-fourth of 
the amount that is given them during the 
day, so you see their profits are large. We 
use all the money we get to help the poor. 

** We don’t think of keeping it ourselves. 
O, no! We want more money to treat poor 
people, and we want to enlarge our institute. 
That’s why we put the advertisements in the 
papers. Up to this time we have treated 
poor patients free. Now we feel that it is 
necessary to ask the public for donations. 
We will turn the money all over to the 


poor.”

The institute is incorporated and its man- 
agers say they treat patients by new meth- 
ods such asthe Xray.

BESIDE THE NEW 


Aged Martin Green and 71 Year 
Old Fiancee Will Have 
No Jealousies. 


FRIENDSHIP BORN HERE. 


Each Had Been Other's -Mate’s 
Friend for Forty Years—Pic- 
tures of Dead in New Home. 
Worcester, Mass.,. Jan. 7.—[S8pecial.]— 


When Martin Green, almost an octogenarian, 
a millionaire, and the director of the early 


engineering works in the Chicago river and | 


water front, weds Mrs. Ella Sampson of 
Wareham, neither will ask the other to put 
away the memory of the earlier love. The 
aged groom-to-be was the friend of the late 


Mr. Sampson: and the bride-to-be was the. 


confidant of the first Mrs. Green. 

Although the home to which the million- 
aire will take his 71 year old wife is brand 
rew, and was never ruled by the late Mrs. 
Green, yet her picture will have an honored 


place there, as will the portrait of the late 


we eph Sampson, and neither of the living 
1 begrudge the tributes the other may pay 
od the dead. 
Martin Green is the brother of the late 
Andrew H. Green, ““father of Greater New 
York,’’ and forty years ago he and the first 
Mrs. Green were residents of Chicago. 


Friendship Lasts Until Death. 


They met there Joseph and Ella Sampson, 
and a friendship which began then was kept 
up by the four until after the death of Mrs. 
Green and Mr. Sampson. For years after 
Sampson died Green wrote letters to Mrs. 
Sampson for his wife, and when the latter 
died he continued the correspondence for 
himself. It resulted? in their agreement to 
wed and care for each other to the end. 

‘The announcement of their plans was 
made almost on the forty-fifth anniversary 
of the marriage of Green and Mary Frances 
Stuart Hathaway in Chicago on Christmas 
day in 1860. Their married life was happy. 
He was searching for a picture for a visitor 
today, when he suddenly exclaimed: 

“I have been looking for this all day. I 
want to show it to you.’ 

It was a picture of the first Mrs. Green. 
She was holding a piece of embroidery, and 
Mr. Green called attention to that. 

“She was a wonderful woman—a won- 
derful woman,” he declared. ‘“ Her work 
was magnificent. She did a great deal of 
such work and exhibited it in many places. 
I recall one piece which she made which 
was estimated to be worth $5,000 Ella 
wouldn’t care if she heard me say that, for 
she loves the memory of Mary almost as 
I do.”’ 

Green was eager to show the arrange- 
ments he had made for the comfort of Mrs. 
Sampson and took the visitor through the 
handsome new home, pointing out here and 
there things which he especially valued. 
In one room he has a highboy with secret 
drawers, which he says he has traced back 
for 150 years. 


Handsome New Home in Suburbs. 

The new residence stands on one of the 
highest points in the city, overlooking a wide 
stretch of hilfs and open country. He insists 
on plenty of room, light, and air, and there is 
a fear that he will not have all these, for he 
has gone far enough from the center of the 
city to make sure ofsno crowding. 

He was anxious to impress the visitor with 
the fact that Mrs. Sampson is strong and 
vigorous. 

“T want to show you a specimen of her 
handwriting,’ he said. ‘‘It is just like a 
school girl’s and clearer than a good many of 
them.’’ 

He brought out a letter and indeed the writ- 
ing apparently was that of a young woman. 
It was firm and much more legible than the 
writing of most business men and women. 

The story of Green’s life ls enmeshed in the 
history of Chicago and Worcester. When 
the improvements he had made in the Chi- 
cago river, and which made possible the pass- 
ing of ships and the docking of merchandise, 
were destroyed in the great fire of 1871 he 
again essayed to put the water front in con- 
dition. 

He worked night and day until satisfied 
with the results, and then he discovered his 
health was falling on account of overwork. 

The following year his physician advised a 
rest and he took Mrs. Green back to Worces- 
ter. Going to Green hill, the family home, he 
undertook the work of reconstructing the 
property. The little house was made intoa 
mansion and the land transformed into what 
it is today—one of the most beautiful natural 
parks in this section. After the death of 
Andrew H. Green the heirs offered the prop- 
erty to the city of Worcester as a park and 
the offer was acceptéd, owing to the improve- 
ments made by Green. This property now is 
valued at $500,000. 


Estate in Family for 153 Years. 


Up to the time it was transferred to the 
city the estate had been in the Green family 
for 153 years. It was there Andrew H. 
Green and Martin Green were born,* and it 
also was the birthplace of their ten brothers 
and sisters. Andrew spent many of his sum- 
mers at the old home and was planning to 
return there when he was shot in New York. 
Martin Green never went to college and was 
proud of that fact. 

‘**I gained my knowledge from experience,”’ 
he often said. “‘ Engineering seemed to come 
natural to me. I never went to college and 
I never was sorry I didn’t. I remember we 
had with us at one time a graduate from 
West Point. I spent nearly an entire sea- 
son showing him/how to set up an instru- 
ment, and even then we couldn't trust him. 
He’d always. get things crooked.”’ 

Green resembles his late brother Andrew. 
In the lower hall there is an excellent like- 
ness of Andrew, and this hangs next to a 
picture of the late Senator George F. Hoar, 
who .was greatly admired by Mr. Green. 
Photographs of Andrew and Martin show the 
same square jaw, neatly trimmed white 
beard, and high forehead. Mr. Green has 
two sons, William Ogden Green of Chicago 
and Samuel M. Green of Springfield, Mass. 


EX-ALDERMAN LOST IN STREETS

CORONER 
NEW HAVEN MYSTERY. 


Three Witnesses Sweated, Among 
Them C. A. Hiller, Brother of Man

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 7.—Three persons 
were sweated by the coroner today in an ef- 
fort to clear up the mystery surrounding 
the death of Charles A. Edwards, but the 
results practically were nil.

Clews Meager and Indefinite. 


The coroner has investigated thetheory that 
Edwards might have been killed in another 
room than that in which he was found dying.

A member his family states 
that Edwards often wore his hose inside 
out. That there was thick dust and lint 
on the thread of this stocking is explained 
by the fact that the carpet in the bedroom 
was thick with duet. 

Maxcy Hiller is standing the strain of the 
ordeal through which he is passing’ sur- 
prisingly well. With those who saw him 
today he talked calmly and in fact with a

Schultz had 
on her available list 600 young women who 
are on a still verter for * better halve&” What 
is puzzling the Oak Rark parents is whether 
or not. the list {is made up entirely of Oak 
Park applicants. Advertisements telling of 
“ beautiful young women, matrimonially in- 
clined,” have appeared in many newspapers. 

At any rate; there seems to be a prevailing 
fear in Oak Park that the village is about 
to suffer a depletion in feminine population, 
and to prevent it pressure was brought to 
bear on members of the town boardand police 
officers, resulting in the notice for Mme. 
Schultz to move. Every strange man in 
‘“sonventional black'’’ who appears in the 
town is regarded with grave suspicion. 

It further is claimed by Oak Park residents 
that the widespread advertisements of the 
matrimonial bureau tend to cast a reflection 
on the dignified reputation of the suburb. 


Young Farmer Starts Trouble. 


What started trouble for the matrimoniai 
bureau was the failure of a young farmer 
who gave his name and address as M. Kol- 
burg, R. F. D. No. 4, Rockford, lL, to avail 
himself of one of the “‘ beautiful young wom- 
on * advertised by the bureau for a wife. 

It is said that Mme. Schultz, manager of 
the bureau, being a deep student of human 
nature, is so well acquainted with the various

Mr. Henderson predicted thet the dey was 
mot far distant when there would be guar- 
anteed insurance for every workingman. He 
Was nol so sanguine regarding the compul- 
@ory phase of a state guaranteed insurance. 
Modification of existing laws regarding the 
Bability of employers in the event of accidents 
to their employés he thought would be one of 
the first results of the commission's agitation 
and report to the legislature. 


Urges Change in Liability Laws. 

“ The present liability laws,’ said he, “ were 
G@evised at a time when a man employed two 
or three men instead of the same number of 
hundreds or theusands. They are inadequate 
for the protection of the men and they are not 
adapted much more to the needs of employers. 
Im one year, the employers of the United 
States paid out $19,000,000 to companies giv- 
ing them insurance against damage suits by 
their employés; and of this vast sum but 
69,000,000 went to injuredemployés. Al the 
rest was for attorneys and other expense. 

“The time is ripe for a system of accident 
and disability insurance that will be guar- 
@nteed by the state on the same principal 
that a national bank is guaranteed by the 
government. The workmen are demanding 
it. Their attention has been called to it by 
the old line insurance company investigations 
and also by the agitation regarding the age 
limit and the necessity for the workinan mak- 
ing provision for himself against a material- 
istic commercial age. A workingman is at his 
best at 19 or 2 years. After 35 or 40 his earn- 
ing capacity diminishes. At 60 or 6 heis out 
of the race for good. 

“The workingman, and I include the clerk, 

ethe salesman, ithe school teacher, and all 
#0jall salaried individuals in that class,is tired 
of the miserable tittle experimenis, by which 
he has undertaken to insure himself, lacking 
colfesion, guarantee, and ecientific organiza- 


tion. 
Railroad’s Pian Is Practical. 


“ Nine rallroads of this country, beginning 
with the Baltimore and Ohio, have worked 
eut schemes of insurance against accident 
and disability through illness or death in a 
ecientific manner that meets with the ap- 
ht of the workmen and the corporations. 

ghteen railroads have adopted old age pen- 
sion schemes. The movement thus far has 
been confined to the railroad corporations. 

“The railroads which have successfully 
‘worked out accidént and illness insurance 
propositions, as well as those paying death 
claims, are, in addition to the pioneer I have 
mafhed: The Pennsylvania lines, Illinois 
Central, Atlantic Coast Jine, Chicago Ter- 
yninal and Valley, Long Island, Chicago, Bur- 
‘ Jington and Quincy, Lehigh Valley, and the.

61,046 miles of rails and employ 319,577 men,

Less Hopeful of New System. 

Mr. Henderson was iess hopeful of achiev- 
ing a general old age pension sysiem for llii- 
mois than he was for modifying the liability 
laws and securing uniform insurance against 
accident and illness. 

“It should be understood,”’ he said, “* that 
it is not state insurance or government insur- 
ance that is proposed. Agitate that proposi- 
tion and immediately there would be a great 
#utcry against socialism. The employers and 
the workmen are expected (0 work out their 
‘own private schemes of insurance, with the 
assistance of the state, and it is the intention 
I believe to have the stute supervise it and 
guarantee the insurance. 

“Such tnsurance and sick benefit proposi- 
tions as have been devised by the cigarnuwk- 
ers’ and other unions is subject to one impor- 
tant objection. Unions are organized largely 
Tor strike benefits and as all the money is kept 
in the same fund, there always is the possi- 
bility of the ineurance money being diverted 
at critical times.”’ :

House Committee May Cut Pas- 
, Senger Rates in Rail- 
rond Bill. 


| $50,000,000 FOR. Bek 


Railways Will Demand Huge 
Sums for Carrying Mails for 
the Ensuing Year. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 7.~—[Special,]—It 
is probable that when the railroad rate regu- 
lation bill is reported to the house it may 
contain a provision that the maximum fare 
to be charged for passengers on all roads 
east of the Mississippi river shall be 2 cents 
a, mile. 

The proposition has been presented to 
members of the house committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce, and while no 
decision has been reached there area number 
of members whe favor its adoption. . 

It is the opinion of congressmen that it 
would not be fair or just to fix the same 
maximum rate for all roads. Those which 
traverse mountainous regions cost more to 
construct and maintain and those which run 
through sparsely settled territory have not 
the field for traffic that others have. But 
it is regarded that all the roads east of the 
Mississippi could properly be classed to- 
gether and a cent rate established for them. 


Favors Two Cent Rate. 


A member of the house committee; when 
asked abuut the proposition. said: 

‘There would be no injustice whatever in 
fixing a maximum rate of 2 cents a mile on 
all rallroads except possibly those moun- 
tainous roads thatare expensive of construc- 
tion and the roads which run through hew 
territory, where the population is sparse. 

“The roads are glad to sell mileage at 2 
oentgs,’’ said one of these men, “‘ andI can see 
no other reason why a man who buys 1,000 
miles at a time should get a cheaper rate 
than the one who buys a single trip ticket. 

‘* Another thing I think should be corrected 
ts the practice of railroads charging $30 for 
a 1,000 mile book and giving a rebate of $10 
on the return of the cover. In this way the 
roads get the use of a large sum of money 
fed up in rebates and they also profit largely 
through the loss of covers. They should be 
compelled to gell these mileage books at a 
flat rate, so that the purchaser would not 
be obliged to return the covers in order to 
get his money back. . 

“Then, too, I think, mileage should be trans- 
ferable. If the road gets the money for trans- 
porting a passenger, it should make no differ- 
ence who that passenger is. A lot of these 
questions sheuld be brought up and decided 
now while rate regulation is on the tapis." 

Representative Grosvenor of Ohio declared 
in the house recently that if proper regula- 
tions were devised the government could save 
$10,000,000 a year on the inland transporta- 
tion of the mails. Postmaster General Cor- 
telyou has just forwarded an estimate to the 
aouse calling for an appropriation of $43,- 
250,000 for inland transportation of the mails 
by railroads, and in addition $6,021,000 for 


The two 
items make a total of about $50,000,000 for 
the carrying of the mail, being the largest 
and most important expenditure in the posta] 
service. 


Railroad Side of Story. 


While this expenditure to the railroads has 
been repeatedly attacked, and the chances 
are that the house committee on postoffice 
will make it the subject of inquiry, there is 
another side of the story. 

The railroads provide a prompt service, 
and for the “ R. P. O.” they furnish in ad- 
dition to the cars practicaily all the labor. 
For this service they are pald $25 per mile. 
being required, however, to* make a round 
trip. On an average the government pays 
from 6 to 7 cents a pound for carrying mails 
on railroads, a much higher rate than it re- 
celves from the patrons of the postal 
service,

SUBJECT OF LITIGATION. 
‘ 


Danne’s Legal Authority to Select Sec. 
retary or Chief Examiner of the 
Civil Service Commission Will Be 
Determined by Mandamus Proceed- 
ings to Be Started by Reform Aaso- 
claton—Controversy Will Be Set~- 


tled Amicably. 


Mayor Dunne’s legal authority to appoint 
the secretary or chief examiner of the civil 
service commission is to be made the subject 
of a friendly test suit. This will be started 
by the Civil Service Reform association, it 
was announced yesterday. It will be in the 
nature ‘of a mandamus proceeding proba- 
bly. and will involve the status of W. E. 
Rafferty, who has recently been appointed 
to the office In question by Mayor Dunne. 

There is no intention on the part of the 
reform association to act In‘any way hostile 
to Mayor Dunne, or to be exacting, or to 
frowd the chief executive, or to make any 
unnecessary trouble while the traction ques- 
tion is at its present critical stage. 

There is a strong desire, however, to settle 
the controversy along amicable lines. and 
Mayor Dunne, it is understood, is perfectly 
willing to submit to the proper tribunal, the 
contention made by J. Hamilton Lewis, his 
corporation coungel, in effect being that 
mayor Dunne has the legal authority to ap- 
point as secretary of the civil service board 
any person he chooses without the formality 
of a civil service examination. 

Believes Lewis Is Incorrect. 

“ Personally Iam friendly to Mr, Rafferty,” 
said Willlam Kent of the executive board of 
the Civil Service Reform association yester- 
day, “ but I am for the enforcement of the 
law above allthings. Regardless of what the 
‘opinion of Corporation Céunsel Lewis may 
be, there is no question in my mind but that 
the position of secretary or chief examiner of 
the civil service board is under civil service 
regulations. The law clearly reads that the 
co.nimission shall employ the chief examiner, 

* Now Mr. Lewis says that it would be 
ridiculous and absurd for a chief examiner 
io examine himself as to his qualifications 
for the position, but he has perhaps forgotten 
that the law also provides that the commis- 
sioners themselves are examiners. 


Not in List of Exceptions. 


“ The office of chief examiner is not tnclud- 
ed among the list of exceptions to civil serv- 
ice, which comprise heads of departments, the 
law department, and the mayor's private #ec- 
retary. The chief examiner is none of these 
and consequently he must be under civil sery- 
ice enactments, 

“Mr. Lewis’ contention that ‘ shall em- 
ploy’ is to be construed as meaning that the 
commission shall set its chief examiner to 
work aftes hehas been employed or appointed 
by some one else is absurd. Mayor Dunne 
might as well appoint a household cook for 
any family in Chicago, arguing that the 
cook's employer afterwards would be au- 
thorized te set him at work.”

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CARNEGIE ORGANS. 

The first.donation for public uses reported 
‘fu 1906 was that of Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
of an organ for a church in Shenandoah, la., 
the amount being $1,000. Perhaps this pe- 
,eullar habit of Mr. Carnegie has not been 
‘sufficiently considered. He rarely, if ever, 
gives anything for musical advancement. 
He rarely, if ever, gives anything directly 
to churches except for organs, and it is rare 
that his organs cost over $1,000. Some- 
times, but not often, he ventures upon a 
$1,500 or $2,000 one for some specially 
favored church. Last year he distributed 
forty or fifty of these organs to churches al]! 
over the land, mostly, however, in small 
towns and villages. City churches do not 
care much for thousand dollar organs. 

It is curious that Mr. Carnezgie’s religious 
‘philanthropy should manifest itself in this 
Perhaps he is protesting 
‘against the treatment of organs by his coun- 
trymen in times past, when they broke into 


@hurches and tore them down, pawning the 


pipes at the alehouses, marching through 
the streets with them, singing ribald songs 


~“throngh them, and dancing wanton jigs to 


. the uncouth music, or piling them up in the 
Streets and using the organ bellows to kindle 
.a bonfire of them. There was nothing a 
“Scotchman hated in the eighteenth century 
worse than an organ, but the same Scotch- 


‘man still preserves and cherishes the bag- 
-pipe as his national instrument, though 


that grunting windbag is looked upon by 


_Jearned musicians as the progenitor of the 
organ. The Scotehman’s contempt for the 
* organ is illustrated by the story in Thom’s 


“Anecdotes and Traditions ” that during 
the Seotch invasion. in 1640 a sergeant 
major, who was billeted in the house of a 


- kirkman, reproached him furiously for hav- 


ing “a box of whistles.” Wren, the archi- 
tect of St. Paul’s, used the same expression 
when he first saw an organ in his richly 
decorated choir. It was a canny Scot who 
brought a bill into the house of commens 
for the abolition of ppiscopacy, in which he 
declared that “ one single groan in the spirit 
- Je worth the diapasoy of all the church music 
in the world.” A writer of the same period 
said touching the same matter: ‘“ Noorgan 
idols with pure ears agree.” . 

Mr. Carnegie may be moved by memo- 
ries of the organs demolished and dése- 
erated by his ancestors -when he sends an 
ofgan to. any church which asks for it with- 
out making conditions as he does when he 
endows a library or helps a small college.

of his organ habit. Can it be possible he is 
supporting an organ factory somewhere? 
it cannot be possible he is getting any re- 
bates out of the business, for he does not 


peed them and fhey would interfere with 


his original plan for the ante-mortem dis-

‘helping some worthy organ maker to live 


‘and thrive, then churches throughout the 
country should aid in the good work and 
send applications promptly to Mr. Car- 
megie’s agent.

It would be obliged to invest in low interest 
bearing securities a large amount of money 
which it would oth loan at the higher 
market rate. On the other hand, the selling 
valne of local public securities will be en- 
hanced and municipalities will be enabled 
to borrow on slightly better terms, More 
than all else what Mr. Dawes calls “ the 
general public advantage of absolute secur- 
ity, publicity, and general] distribution of 
public funds ” will be secured. 

So far as the city, at least, is concerned 
legislation may be needed to put Mr. Dawes’ 
plan in operation. If the charter amend- 
ment is upheld a new method of handling 
deposits will be tried. It is the one in the 
law ratified at the last election requiring the 
controller to advertise for bids for interest 
upon city money and to make the awards 
to the highest and best responsible bidder 
or bidders. Every bank in which a deposit 
is made must give a bond in such sum and 
with such sureties as the council may ap- 
prove. It is doubtful whether, under the 
law, the city can insist on the banks depos- 
iting securities as Mr. Dawes suggests. 

The Dawes plan is preferable to the one 
which will be tried if the charter amend- 
ment is sustained. In that event the next 
j general assembly may well substitute the 


} one for the other. 


TRACTION GLORY FOR ALL. 

There are men in and out of the. council 
who do not wish the traction question to be 
settled this winter or next spring. Some of 
them believe, or pretend to believe, in the 
feasibility of “ immediate municipal owner- 
ship ” in the near futureif a settlement with 
the traction companies can be fought off. 
There are others who, knowing how valu- 
able a political asset the traction question 
has been, wish to cherish it. They want 
to keep it alive, so that they may utilize 
at the next mayoralty election. 

There are men who are not averse to an 
agreement with the companies, but who 
wish to dictate—and to let the public know 


that they dictate—the terms of settlement. - 


A similar pride of authorship is in evidence 
in the house of representatives. The ques- 
tion there is not whether a railroad rate 
bill shall pass—nearly all are agreed as to 
that—but whose name shall be identified 
with the measpfé. Shall it travel down 
“the corridorg/of time ”’ as the “ Hepburn 
law” or the’ “ Townsend law’? Or shall 
a senator steal the glory and the new legis- 
lation be popularly known as the “ Dolliver 
law ’’? 

It may be that there are in the council 
a few aldermen who are in favor of a settle- 
ment with the companies if they can see 
anything for. themselves in it—if induce- 
ments are held out to them. If nothing is 
done to make them see the advantages of 
a settlement they will be against one. They 
will try to defeat extension ordinances out- 
right or load them down with amendments 
that will make their acceptance by the com- 
panies impossible. 

There is a possibility that the drdinances, 
when amended in accordance with the re- 
quirements of men who wish * understood 
that they are the only trustworthy guar- 
dians of the common weal, will be rejected 
by the companies. . If not thus amended the 
guardians will refuse to “O. K.” them. 
They will fall on the ordinances tooth and 
nail and say that years of bad service are 
to be preferred to their acceptance. 

It is quite possible that the traction ques- 
tion will not be settled by this touncil. In 
that case the only way to get rid of it and 
to secure decent transportation facilities is 
for the voters to elect next April aldermen 
who are not afraid to settle the question 
and to settle it right.. There may not be a 
referendum on street car ordinances at the 
spring election, but each ward will have an 
opportunity to vote on the traction question. 
It can elect an alderman pledged to munici- 
pal ownership and a continuance of bad serv- 
ice or an alderman who can be depended on 
to get good service for the people through 
a fair agreement with the companies. 


CO-OPERATIVE SERMONS. 

The Rev. E. P. Tuller, Baptist; the Rev. 
W. B. Thorp, Congregationalist; the Rev. 
J. H. MacDonald, Methodist; and the Rev. 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones, Unitarian, propose to 
cobperate in preaching during the next four 
weeks, each clergyman selecting the same 
topic and preaching substantially the same 
sermon, whose general lines have been de- 
termined at a previous interview of the four, 

The experiment is a novelone. It would 
be hazardous to predict its success, but at 
the first glance it appears to have possibili- 


ties of great good, and it certainly will have 


the sympathy of all persons who are inter- 
ested in the moral welfare of Chicago. For 
the topics proposed for this simultaneous 
discussion peftain to the moral and spiritual 
improvement of the city. They include such 
live questions as “ The Betrayal of Citizen- 
ship” (whichis quite comprebensive), the 
liquor and gambling evils, and “‘ Chicago’s 
Sunday.” There is need for earnest con- 
sideration of all these subjects, and there is 
room for reform in each direction without 
returning to Puritanism. There is great 
need of regulation and of law enforcement, 
and a codperation of the kind proposed may 
help to keep irregularities in check and pre- 
yent them from growing into excesses.. 

The most encouraging feature of the ex- 
periment is the strength that comes from 
union. The quadruple combination is not 
unlike the fying wedge formation in foot- 
ball. It will be hard to resist and it will 
grow harder if the wedge shall grow larger 
and stronger. Four ministers, thinking, 
planning, studying, and working together, 
ought to accomplish more than four times 
as much as one minister working alone, and 
their work also should be many more times 
as effective because of its simultaneousness 
of action. The community of interest and 
community of effort certainly promise valu- 
able results, and all good citizens will bid 
the scheme godspeed. Equally “ the hosts 
of sin,” the grafters, the thieves, the boodle 
politicians, the gamblers, and all the vio- 
lators of law will watch its development 
with lively apprehension of coming retribu- 
tion. | 

The four ministers have wisely decided 
to pool their efforts entirely upon mora! 
lines. Sectarian feeling will not be aroused 
nor will creéd beliefs or denominational) dis- 
tinctions be disturbed.

TO REDUCE RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

The current Outlook contains a pointed 
discussion by Maj. Charles DeLano Hine, 
a man of West Point training and practical 
railroad experience, on the prevention of 
railway accidents. Maj. Hime is not a pes- 
simist on the subject. He does not seek 
shelter under “the frailties of human na- 
ture,” nor even under “the tyranny of trade 
unionism.” He regards railway accidents, 
instead, as largely chargeable to the com- 
parative novelty and, hence, crudeness of 
railway organization and practice. He 
calls, accordingly, for certain broad im- 
provements in general management. “ In 
the opération of most large railways,’ he 
says, “good money is wasted through vio- 
lation of basic principles of organization and 
administration sufficient in amount to equip 
in a few years every mile with the most ap- 
proved block signals and other appliances.” 
In view of this fact, and as a means of avoid- 
ing ‘‘ governmental regulation, we must,”’ 
he says, “ cultivate an attitude of solicitude 
for human life, apart from its punitive 
value i in dollars and cents.” 

The heavy train load he regards as di- 
rectly and indirectly the chief cause of “ de- 
moralization”’ among employés, and so of 
accidents. It occasions delays, worry, dis- 
couragement, and sleepiness on the part of 
crews. The latter may be silenced by pay- 
ment for overtime, but they cannot be thus 
kept .alert. Maj. Hine believes that there 
should be a reaction in railway Gperstion in 
favor of shorter freight trains. 

He regards railroads, too, as under-staffed 
with officers. A military regiment has one 
officer for every twenty-four to thirty men. 
For the million and a half railway employés 
in the country there are only about 10,000 
general and subordinate officials, an aver- 
age of one official to every 150 employés. 
The insufficient discipline and supervision 
which result are “ reflected in unnecessary 
accidents.”” Acquiescence by managers im 
the deliberate disregard of safety regula- 
tions in order to ‘“‘ make time” is also held 
accountable for needless accidents, and a 
deserved stricture is passed upon the “ ad- 
ministrative cowardice” which, when 
trouble occurs under such circumstances, 
“lays all the blame upon the poor fellow at 
The accident two or three years ago 
in the New York Central tunnel emphasizes | 
this point. 

Maj. Hine’s prescription for the ills of 
labor organization: sounds like an- extract 
from John Ruskin. While recognizing the 
fact that unions are often arbitrary, he 
points out that their organizing activity is 
often prompted by preventable insecurity of 
tenure. An employé should, he urges, “ feel 
himself during good behavior enlisted in the 
army of his road.” Only when possessed 
of this feeling will he “‘ do his full duty in 
preventing accidents.” We cannot “ expect 
the track walker to be vigilant in scrutiniz- 
ing every bolt and tie on his lonely beat 
when any day it may be histurn to” suffer 
discharge in order to “ reduce the pay roll” 
or because the season is changing. 

Railway accidents cause a fearful annual 
drain upon the productive power of the coun- 
try, a sad visitation upon wage earning fam- 
ilies, and an enormous burden upon public 
and private charity. Maj, Hine’s conten- 
tion that they can be greatly lessened by 
better methods of railway management de- 
serves cordial and determined efforts by the 
managers to effect such lessening.

ING EDWARD'S advancement of Lord 
Hawkesbury, the new lord steward

Indeed, there 
are grounds for bélieving the story that he 
was at one moment not only willing but even 
anxious to follow the example of his famous 
rival, Lord Beaconsfield, and to wind up his 

wonderful career in the house of lords, pro- 

A, ma that the earsdom bestowed upon him 
could be that of Liverpool, a city with which 
he was so greatly identified by family and 
political associations. It is claimed that 
only when he found that there were insuper- 
able obstacles to his taking the title of earl 
of Liverpool that he declined to consider any 
further the idea of accepting a peerage and 
made up his mind to die as he had lived, plain 
William E. Gladstone. : 

The obstacles were the form of objec- 
tions raised by the I Lord Liverpool’s 
grandson and heir, Cecil GeorgeFoljambe, 
who was created Lord Hawkesbury in 1893. 
It is a matter of unwritten law in England 
that no newly created peer should select as 
his title one which has belonged to a ily 
which ts still in existence and which has ex- 
pectations of having the dignity in question 
revived in its favor by the crown. It 
in deference to this that the earldom of Liv- 
erpool was withheld from the Grand Old Man 
and is now conferred upon Lord Hawkes- 


pry. 


The new earl is persona gratissima with the 
royal family. He was lord in waiting to the 
late Queen Victoria and his mother’s sister 
and the latter’s husband were the equerry 
and lady in waiting to Queen Victoria's 


a 


‘mother, the duchess of Kent, during a con- 


siderable portion of her life. Blessed with a 
family of noless than thirteen children, Lord 
Liverpool was formerly in the navy, from 
which he retired with the rank of Neutenant, 


is a man of 60 years of age, has traveled ex-_, 


tensively, ig one of the leading archeologists 
and genealogists in England, and was under 
fire in the New Zealand war as a member 
of the naval brigade. He comes by the pat- 
ronymic of Foljambe through the distaff 
side of the house; The Foljambes played a 
great role in the reign of King Henry III. and 
of Edward I. The family became extinct 
as far as the male line was concerned in 
1751, when Francis Moore of Welton hall, 
Yorkshire, and of Kingston upon Hull suc- 
ceeded to the estates of his mother’s brother, 
Thomas Foljamog, last of his line, whose 
name and arms he assumed by virtue of an 
act of parliament bearing the date of the 
third year of the reign of George III. 

George Foljambe, father of the new lord 
steward of the household, married Lady 
Selina Jenkinson, daughter of the third and 
last Baron Hawkesbury and earl of Liver- 
pool of the Jenkinson creation. This word 
Liverpool was lord steward of the household 
for several years during the early part of the 
reign of Queen Victoria. The .first of the 
Jenkinson earls of Liverpool commanded the 
Royal Horse guards at the battle of Det- 
tingen, famous as the last battle in whicha 
king of England took actual part, participat- 
ing in the cavalry charges. He was created 
in turn Baron Hawkesbury and earl of Liv- 
1 erpool and played a notable r6le in politics 
during the reign of George III., filling the 
office of lord of the admiralty. His son, the 
second earl of Liverpool, was secretary of 
state for foreign affairs and prime minister 
of England for seventeen years, and it was 
his half-brother and successor wno was the 
third éarl of Liverpool of the Jenkinson crea- 
tion ‘and grandfather of the new and Fol- 
jambe ear! of Liverpool.

The office of lord steward of the household 
fs, though not the highest in rank, yet the 
most. important of the court of St. James, 
and dates from the reign of the first of the 
Norman kings, when the lord steward bore 
the title of grand seneschal of the palace. 
He receives his charge immediately from the 
sovereign in person, and, by virtue of his 
office, takes precedence of ali dukes who do 
not happen to be princes of the reigring 
heuse. His insignia of office is a white wand 
or staff, whiqh he carries in the presence of 
the sovereign, but which, on state occasions 
when the monargh is not present, is carried 
before him. by a footman bareheaded. At 
the death of the sovereign from whom he 
has received the white staff he breaks it 
over the royal bier at the close of the ob- 
sequies, to indicate that! his office has ceased, 
and that all the officials under him are re- 
lieved of their duties.

The immediate direction of the royal house- 
hold ‘“‘ below stairs’’—that is to say, the 
kitchens, the domestic servants, etc.—is in 
his hands. He is responsible for the ex- 
penditures, for supplies, etc., and has as his 
assistants the treasurer, the controller, and 
the master of the royal household, who are 
members of his staff. But virtually his au- 
thority extends over the entire court, even 
over the chamber, the chapel, and the stable, 
since he has authority to administer justice 
over all the mémbers of the court and of the 
royal household. The so-called board of 
green cloth, of which he is the president, 
exercises jurisdiction, independent of the 
ordinary tribunals of the land, over all the 
inmates of the royal palaces and over the 
people connected therewith. Indeed, he has 
the rights of life and death over offenders 
and the power of selecting a jury from among 
the servants of the sovereign. 
~In these modern times it is doubtful 
whether the lord steward of the household 
would be willing to exercise this prerogative 
of sitting in judgment upon a case of felony, 
such, for instance, as a murder committed 
within the precincts of Buckingham palace 
or of Windsor castle, and he probably would 
delegate his authority to one of the judges 
of the High Court of Justice to deal with 
the case. 

In fact, he does something of the kind 
at the Ascot races. The Ascot racecourse, 
as everybody knows, forms part of the royal 
domain of Windsor, and since it has become 
s0 popular as a race meeting during the 
Ascot week, in midsummer, it has been 
found necessary to devise some means of 
administering summary justice on the spot. 
Accordingly, the lord steward of the house- 
hold each year secures the services of the 
senior police magistrate of the metropolis 
for the Ascot week, and the magistrate in 
question, by virtue of the authority dele- 
gated to him by the lord steward of the 
household, holds court in his name in a room 
provided: for the purpose beneath the grand- 
stand, and inflicts penalties upon the thieves 
and toughs who are brought before him 


“charged with offenses committed along the 


racecourse. 
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The last occasion on which the lord stew- 
ard’s department had to deal with a case 
of homicide was when the mysterious mur- 
der of Senlis, the Swiss valet of the duke 
of Cumberland, afterwards first king of 
Hanover, took place in St. James’ palace. 
The duke was the subject of such general 
execration that popular sentiment did not 
hesitate to lay the crime at the door of this 
son of George III.,, but the coroner's jury, 
recruited by the lord steward of the house- 
hold from among the king’s servants, ab- 
solved the duke of all responsibility and ren- 
dered a verdict of murder by unknown per- 
sons.

CREATIONS IN PLANT LIFE” (the Mac 
millan company), to which title he has ap- 
pended the more explanatory one, *“ An Au- 
thoritative Account of the Life and Work of 
Luther Burbank.’’ The public feels a keen 
inguisitiveness concerning this remarkable 
genius, whose experiments and researches 
promise to show a perpetuity of good in 
which all men may be the sharers. It is to 
be doubted if any scientist of the present time 
has found a more popular field for experi- 
mentation, or has awakened a warmer feeling 
of respect than Luther Burbank. The pa- 
tience, modesty, and simple devotion of the 
man have, somehow, become known, and as 
these are qualities which seize upon the im- 
agination of Americans of the best class, the 
quiet Californian has won a peculiar place 
for himself in popular esteem. 

Mr. Harwood has given a good many bio- 
graphical anecdotes, which help to an under- 
standing of the €reative scientist who is the 
subject of his book. He has quoted largely, 
too, from Mr. Burbank’s notes on the graft- 
ing and breeding of plants. Mr. Burbank’s 
experiments with fruit and flowers are de- 
scribed—for he is not one who chooses to 
make any mystery of what goed# on in his 
laboratory. Mr. Harwood makes it plain that 
Mr, Burbank wishes his successful results 
to be duplicated as often as may be. “ The 
very heart and spirit of Mr. Burbank’s 
method,” he says, “are directly opposed to 
amy monopolistic control of his new fruits. 
To get these fruits to the general public at 
the earliest moment possible and at the low- 
est figure is his highest aim. ‘ Absolutely no 
restrictions,’ that is the keynote. One of the 
largest fruit growers in California estimates 
that Mr. Burbank could easily be making a 
net revenue of $200,000 a year if he would 
hold back his flowers and fruits and handle 
them solely for the money that could be mads 
from them. But to do this would be to stul- 
tify himself; his measure of succéss hag not 
been the standard of the dollar; success to 
him means the accomplishment of the great- 
est possible good for the greatest possible 
humber of people,’’

There is not a page in this book which any 
person interested in the subject of the de- 
velopment of the good fruits of the earth 
will not read with enjoyment; and there are 
many pages which he will desire to peruse 
more than once. The character as well as 
the work of Mr. Burbank commands interest. 
The chapter on his personality is one which 
ought to be read by every ambitious young 
person, and the volume is, indeed, one which 
the young are almost certain to find Inspiring. 
The sincerity of his life extends to his work, 
keeping him from vanity or eccentricity in 
any direction. Mr. Harwood observes with 
justice. “ A lesser man might, with the same 
power in his hands, breed flowers merely to 
be huge without regard to the flower’s plan 
in nature or the fitness Of things. Not so with 
Mr. Burbank. He has as great a delight in 
intensifying the color or deepening the fra- 
grance of a violet as he has in making some 
flower with distinct decorative possibilities 
more noble of bloom. He might, through 
years of selection, produce, no doubt, a violet 
much larger in size than any now known, 
but he would as soon think of preserving 
some ugly monstrosity of plant life as of 
thus disturbing the life habit of one of the 
most exquisite of flowers. Deeper tones, to 
the violet, yes; greater luxuriance of growth, 
wider zones of cultivation, greater hardiness, 
intenser even if subtler perfume; but ab- 
normality, never.”

Natural born gardeners will understand Mr. 
Burbank better than the more scientifie 
botanist, perhaps. Mr. Burbank’s methods 
are certainly those of the natural born gard- 
ener, and he has surrounded himself with 
such. Curiously enough, though he has had. 
at one time and another, many college bred 
men for his assistants, he has not yet 
found one who gave satisfaction. All came 
to him prepossessed toward the conventional 
method of plant producing, and unwilling to 
learn from the greatest modern master of 
the cultivation of flora. He has to search for 
his assistants among humbler folk—those 
wlio have not, perchance, got so far away 
from nature. He requires instinct as well as 
knowledge, and, no doubt, opedience quite as

Relic of Portugal’s Greatness. 

The tail end of the monsoon, th: great 
southerly trade wind of the Indian ocean, 
molested the calm of our last days before 
arriving at Mombasa, but only a day late 
we reached this port. It is an old Portu- 
guese settlement—e relic of the days of Port- 
ugal’s greatnass as a sea power. It lies oma 
low island, conmected with the main land 
by a long causewey. 

As the harbor by the town is too shallow 
for the larger ships we glided by a well 
buoyed channel around to the tnner side 
of the island, to Kilindini As we entered 
this channel, to the right lay Mombasa, with 
its low bungalows buried in foliage, the old 
Portuguese fort being a conspicuous land- 
mar’ To the left the waves broke in vast 
white semicircles on the coral reefs, while 
the adjoining point of land, with its dense 
forest of palms, presented a most tropical 
appearance. Robinson Crusoe might at any 
moment have come out of the jungle and sig- 
neled us. 

Queer Street Railway. 

Being but a few miles off the equator Mom- 
basa does not invite to physical exertion, 
neither does the climate encourage horses. 
so. the question of intramural transporta- 
tion is solved by a system of hand run trams, 
called trolleys. Narrow tracks lead from 
everybody’s front door through every street. 
On these are run light little cars consisting 
of two seats (back to back) with a shelter- 
ing hood. Two native boys push these from 
behind at a swift rate. In front is a brake 
that can be operated by the person sitting 
on the left in case of too great speed or danger 
of collision. At every corner or intersection 
are switches so that one can go in any direc- 
tion. | 

The system is most complete and eminent- 
ly suited to conditions in Mombasa. Gharries 
or rickshas supplement these, while one 
or two of the Hindoo merchants, who bat- 
ten on Bast Africa, have carriages and 
horses. 

A clamoring horde of African porters bore 
us and our luggage from the ship to the 
shore, where we clambered up a low, spongy 
bank, and went to the custome office, a cor- 
rugated iron shed not far™away. The air 
reeked with that unmistakable smell of 
Africa, which is not all African humanity, but 
includes in some strang 
the earth, the strong perfume of the tropical 
flowers, the scent of sun shining hot on iron, 
of stones reluctantly exuding moisture at the 
same solar bidding. Once in the nostrils it 
never leaves you while you are on the dark 
continent. 

’ Warm Welcome at Mombasa. 

Kindness and courtesy met us from the 
moment we landed. All further care seemed 
taken from us. A polite official of the Uganda 
railway took usin his own trolleys the twen- 
ty minutes’ trip to Mombasa. Mangoes, bao- 
babs, and mimosa trees shaded the way. 
Hibiscus and other brilliant blossoms glared 
at us from the shrubbery. Frangipani— 
which until now I thought was merely a 
name for a French perfume—scented the air 
from waxen blossoms, and everywhere was 
the softly chattering, brilliantly clad African 
we were housed in a hotel of Africo-Portu- 
guese architecture, where every step shook 
the whole structure.

If, however, the influences back of the 
Harlan amendments to the franchise ordi- 
nances insist on their being adopted, and 
the traction companies remain firm in their 
position that they will not accept the ordi- 
nances with them incorporated, !t is pos- 
sible the majogity of the committee on local 
transportation may throw up their hands and 
dump them overboard, as it did the “‘ tenta- 
tive ordinances’’ when it was seen they 
could not be passed. - 

Were this contingency to arise there is more 
than a chance, with the majority of the al- 
dermen tired out and disgusted with the 
whole matter, the mayor may be allowed 
his own way and told to go ahead and put 
his theories into force if he can get the 
necessary three-fifths majority of the people 
to. approve of them. 


Prospects in the Committee. 


The promise of any sort of an agréement 
at the meeting of the committee on local 
traneportation this morning is not what 
might be called good. John M. Harlan, the 
legal representative of Judge Grosscup, is ex- 
pected to be there to urge the adoption of his 
amendments and be backed up by Marsha! 
P. Sampsell, the personal representative of 
Judge Grosscup on the board of receivers of 
the Union Traction company. W. W. Gurley, 
who formerly has represented this company 
before the committee, is not expected to be 
present. 

On the other hand President T. E. Mitten 
of the Chicago City road will tell the com- 
mittee that with the Harlan amendments fn- 
serted, especially the one providing’ that un- 
less all the ordinances are accepted they all 
j become inoperative, his company cannot take 

the grants. He will be backed by Henry A. 
Blair, receiver for the underlying companies 
in whose names the ordinances for the north 
and west side are drawn, and Henry 8. Rob- 
bins, attorney for the stockholders of these 
roads, wh@have not seen a dividend for two 
years. 

Directors Reject Amendments. 

The question was talked over at a meet- 
ing of the directors of the underlying com- 
panies Saturday afternoon and while no di- 
rect action was taken and no resolution put 
or voted on the general sentiment was that 
if the ordinances are changed they cannot 
be taken. 

“We do not see how we can accept the 
ordinances if the Harlan amendments are 
put in,’’ said George E. Adams, one of the 
directors. ‘“ But we have taken no formal] 
action. It is the sentiment of the directors, 
however, they should be rejected if amend- 
ed.”’

“ eus Hints of Materially Higher 
Prices. 


“A turn in money rates for the better is the 
most marked change in stock market condi- 
tions. Certain New Y financial inter- 
este felt aiso at the cl of the week that 
the Russian situation better, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the worst generally 
was over. 

The developments from day to day do not 
appear to warrant a great degree of opti- 
mism in the immediate future. Money has 
ruled extraordinarily high for an extraor- 
dinary length ef time. At 125 per cent and 
at a ruling rate of 50 per cent for several 
Gays there were not attracted to New York 
funds in sufficient volume to break the mar- 
ket to a normal level. The return of funds 
from the interior has not been sufficient 
to suggest that this normal level will be 
reached immediately. Time loans were 
made late in the week at 5% per cent for 
eight months. But this carries the lender’s 
funds through the 1 and 2 per cent call 
money period of the year and provides for 
the maturing of the loan just prior toe the 
usual autumn advance in rates. The banks 
cah well afford to make a 5% per cent rate 
‘under such conditions. . 

No Money from Treasury. 

Thus far the secretary of the treasury has 
refrained from depositing government funds 
with the banks. The money is needed in Wall 
street, but the secretary hesitates to place it 
there because it is the general public opinion 
outside that quarter that he would be aetpes 
aiding stock speculation or “‘ gambling,” 
the secretary’s constituents would be vi a 
to call-it. However, not only the general 
public but the banks of Chicago also have 
held such a view, and while the secretary on 
the occasion of his recent visit to this city 
declared he was not here for the purpose of 
inviting the banks to accept government de- 
posits, still the banks reiterated their opinion 
that money was not needed in the west. The 
secretary was not given an opportunity to 
' increase loneable funds, had he so desired. 
Exchange on New York advanced off Thurs- 
Gay to the shipping point, 50c premium. 
Large purchasers declared the transactions 
- were for the purpose of meeting interest pay- 
ments due on railroad securities, and that the 
movement did not re t operations be- 
tween banks themselves. The impression 
was Sought ‘to be conveyed that the attitude 
of local banks had not changed. 


Bank Statement. 

“The bank statement on Saturday was an 
unfavorable one, from the viewpoint of eas- 
fer money. The surplus reserve was all but 
wiped out, standing as it did at $570,800. 
The effect of the figures, which would nat- 
urally be adverse, may be counteracted to 
‘pome extent by the tendency to easier rates 
which became pronounced last Friday. Still 
the money situation with Wall street is un- 
satisfactory; otherwise Jacob Schiff would 
not have felt called upon to discuss at this 
time the need of currency reform. His talk 
only aggravated a situation already suffi- 
ciently troublésome. ©

WHEAT PRICES RISE AND FALL. 


Bullish Sentiment on Lower Receipts, 
but the Advance Is Met by 
Heavy Sales. 


Wheat prices developed a hardening ten- 
dency early in the week and the May deliv- 


89%4c. Sentiment was more bullish gener- 
ally because the market had held firm in the 
face of the heavy movement in the north: 
west, because that movement was beginning 
to dvop off materially, and on the strength of 
bullish crop advices from Argentina and 
India, and a slow hardening of values in the 
English markets. 

There was a noticeable increase in the 
volume of speculative trad but on the ad- 


The speoulative demand/ was not equal to 
the«task of absorbing these offerings and 
other liquidation which followed, and there 
was a break to 87%4¢c, a net loes of %-¢e for 
the week. The break was a serious blow to 
the bulls and commission men who believe 
the wheat market is about to receive a boun- 
tiful share of the general pubijc interest 
which has been so marked im cotton and in 
stocks. 
Russian Shipments Drop Off. 

One of the bull encouragements was the 
fact that Russian shipments finally fell be- 
hind those for the corresponding week the 
year before, for about the first time since 
the Russian crop failure and the Russian 
political situation began to be exploited as 
bull factors. At 1,488,000 bu Russian ship- 
ments reported last Monday were 576,000 bu 
less than for the corresponding week a’ year 
ago. A year ago today Russian shipments 
were 2,804,000 bu. American flour and Mani- 
toba wheat are going for export in such lib- 
eral volume that the weekly shipments from 
this country and Canada make up half the 
total of world’s shipments, where a year ago 
they formed about one-seventh of a still 
smafier total. Last Monday the total ship- 
ments were 9,408,000 bu, compared with 
6,936,000 bu the week before. and last week's 
shipments estimated at 8,000,000 bu, com- 
pared with 7,736,000 bu in 1905. 

Argentine news is confileting and the rains 
have delayed movement, but there is yet no 
plausible reason for believing that the crop 
will not be as-large or larger than that of the 
previous year, when exports exceeded 110,- 
000,000 bu. As a result of the big movement 
in the northwest, stocks at. Minneapolis and 
Duluth have increased about 5,000,000 bu in 
two weeks, and, while receipts at Minneapolis 
are dropping off now, it is claimedit is partly 
because storage capacity in that market is 
becoming limited. Wheat stocks are about 
2,000,000. bu smaller than a year ago, but 
stocks of oats are much heavier. 


Little Export Yemand. 

There is no sign of an export demand for 
United States grown whéat except occasional 
sales to Mexico and a few loads of macaron}, 
and no probability. of one until the competi- 
tion of Manitoba wheat becomes less acute, 
either from exhaustion of supplies at the 
seaboard or from a relative é¢tiffening of 
prices. There have been claims of improve- 
ment in the milling demand for wheat in the 
southwest, and outside millers have been fair 
buyers in this market. It isa noticeable fact 
however, that while for several weeks pri- 

ry receipts have been running much 
heavier than a year ago, primary shipments 
have been running smaller, an indication 
that the milling demand is lees urgent than 
i twelve months back.

A 
spirit of depression pervaded both meetings, 
and the churchgoers went quietly to their 
homes without the celebrations which usval- 
ly take up the rest of the day. 

A three days’ holiday accompanies the 
Christmas celebration, but most of the holi- 
day rejoicing usually indulged in has been 
dispensed with, and today will conclude the 
quietest Christmas festival among the 
Greeks and Russians in Chicago for many 
years.
